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YEAR IN REVIEW - 1962 

The annual YEAR IN REVIEW Exhibition opens October 24 at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art offering an opportunity to see in one gallery, all objects acquired by the 
Museum during the past year. Due to the scheduling of other special exhibitions the ex- 
hibition appears earlier than usual. 

European painting and drawing dominate the 1962 acquisitions. Conspicuous 
among these are the brilliant LANDSCAPE WITH REST ON THE FLIGHT INTO EGYPT 
by Claude Lorrain, one of the great landscape painters of all time - and the newly-dis- 
covered Rembrandt drawing THE MEETING OF CHRIST WITH MARTHA AND MARY 
AFTER THE DEATH OF LAZARUS. Both were purchased from the Leonard C. Hanna, 
Jr. Bequest and are on view for the first time. 

Further significance is added to the quality of the collections with the addition 
of two Italian paintings - one by Giovanni Battista Moroni given by Adele C, and Howard 
P. Eells, Jr. , in memory of Howard Parmalee Eells, and one by Stafano Di Giovanni pur- 
chased from the Mr. and Mrs. William H. Marlatt Fund. Delacroix’s painting of MLLE. 
JULIE DE LA BOUTRAYE was presented by Maud Eells Corning in memory of her 
mother Maud Stager Eells. STUDY OF A NUDE by Prud'hon was made possible through 
the J. H. Wade Fund. 

The Decorative Arts Department has acquired many notable objects. Among 
them sculpture from various points of the globe. Three MADONNA AND CHILD sculptures 
of French and Bohemian origin were purchased from the J. H. Wade and John L. Severance 
Funds. Two French capitals, one depicting DANIEL IN THE LION'S DEN, the other the 
WEIGHING OF SOULS and a Mexican stone relief WOMAN IN CEREMONIAL ROBES have 
been bought through the J. H. Wade Fund. Particularly important are six South German 
pieces including Johann Baptist Straub's KNEELING SAINT, a wood sculpture purchased 
from the Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. Bequest. 

The Decorative Arts Department has also obtained a handsome mahogany 
CHAIR, attributed to Samuel Mclntire and purchased from the J, H. Wade Fund. This is 
the first piece of antique American furniture to enter the Museum's collection in some 
years, A Robert J. Mullen sculpture, a Polynesian FEATHER BOX and a CARVED YOKE 
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were presented to the Mary Spedding Milliken Memorial Collection by William Mathewson 
Milliken, Director Emeritus of the Museum, 

The Oriental Department has added a K*UAN jar, Chinese, Yuan Dynasty. 

It is the most important piece of its type in this country and was made possible by the 
John L, Severance Fund. A Chinese gilt bronze sculpture ADORING MONK and seven 
other Chinese and Nepalese objects were gifts of Mk; John Lyon Collyer in memory of 
her mother, Mrs. G.M.G. Forman, A pair of Chinese porcelain BOWLS, Ch'ing Dy- 
nasty, was given by Mrs. A. Dean Perry and a Chinese bronze BELL, Chou Period, 
came from the John L, Severance Fund. BIRDS AND DUCKS ON A SNOWY ISLET, 
a Chinese album leaf painting on silk, was a gift of the Junior Council of the Museum. 

A Japanese Nabeshima plate came as a gift of the Twentieth Century Club. 

The Department of Near Eastern Art is now in possession of a Persian 
BOWL of the Sasanian Period. Purchased from the John L. Severance Fund it is one 
of the earliest and most important Sasanian silver pieces of its kind known. 

Nine objects from the Bequest of Jane Taft Ingalls, longtime trustee of the 
Museum, are in the exhibition. These include a Ruisdael landscape, a Flemish portrait, 
a pair of Italian pinnacles from an altarpiece, two 18th century English figurines, a Mexi- 
can sculpture, bowl and terra cotta figure, and a gold animal pendant from Panama. 

The Contemporary collection has been augmented with such major paintings 
as MALLARME'S SWAN by Robert Motherwell, CREST by Jack Tworkov and #2 by Mark 
Rothko, the latter having been purchased with Museum funds and those of friends of the 
Museum. 

Some of this year’s acquisitions are not in the show. Not there is the gift 
of Katharine Holden Thayer, a rare and monumental Persian tile mosaic MIHRAB. It 
may be seen in Gallery 35 where it is permanently installed. The Indian sandstone 
sculpture MALE HEAD WITH TURBAN purchased through the Norman O. Stone and 
Ella A, Stone Memorial Fund is now on loan to Asia House, New York for the exhi- 
bition MASTERPIECES OF INDIAN STONE SCULPTURE. 
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Each work in the exhibition was chosen in an endeavor to offer something 
of special excellence to.the varied tastes and interests of the viewer. Each work is 
intended to do justice to the highest aspirations of art from any given culture or 
time. 

The exhibition will continue through November 25 in the Special Exhibition 
Galleries of the Museum.
